Everything was arranged, w hen the 
union members in good standing de­ 
cided to declare a holiday, so the mine 
cad to shut down. 
Anthracite miners have a good deal 
of pride in tha strength of their or­ 
ganization and 
when you consider 
President 
Harding* 
declaration 
to 
Cor.gre** th at *he country is at the 
mercy' o f the United Mine Workers, 
you can't altogether blame them for 
♦his feeling. 
They attempt to add to 
their power by refuging to recognize 
other craftsmen employed about the 
mines. Recently an advertisement ap­ 
peared in one of the newspapers of 
the 
anthracite 
region 
warning 
all 
carpenters and olher craftsmen to join 
the United Mine Workers, “for we do 
not recognize their button any longer”. 
This was only one of numerous at­ 
tempts, backed bv strikes, to force all 
workers in the anthracite mines, re­ 
gardless of their craft affiliation*, to 
oecome members of the miners’ union. 
One producing company loaf the out­ 
put of 
3,493 men for three days 
through such a strike. 
Of course, button strikes are outlaw 
strikes, but the production lost on ac­ 
count of these suspensions is just as 
real as if the strikes wert authorized 
■ Wry,;, 


by International union headquarters, 
lowever, button strikes 
means the onlpr outlaw strikes with 
which anthracite producers h av t to 
contend. 


Unions N ot All Peaceful 
There 
are instances of factional 
rows within the various local unions. 
One faction will get possession of the 
union charter and seal aud then there 
will be a strike while the two factions 
fight it out. 
A dispute recently arose between 
two locals as to which wa* entitled 
to the dues collected at a certain opera­ 
tion. 
Local A collected from several 
men who protested tl\gt they belonged 
to Local B and Local B immediately 
called a strike with the result that 
248 men stopped work for two days 
until the matter wa* adjusted. 
It i* the custom for miners to be 
assigned to working positions in the 
mines in accordance with the position 
of their names on the seniority list. 
A member of the grievance committee 
of one mine, nearing the finish of 
work in the position he was occupying, 
deliberately “robbed” two pillars of 
coal belonging to another miner’.* posi­ 
tion. 
As a consequence, the miner 
who was properly entitled to the coal 
in the pillars, finished work first and 
went on the seniority list ahead of the 
“robber'’, 
J h e latter protested, re 


gnrdless of the fact that he had been 
?a!d for the “robbed” coal and, using 
authority as a member of the 
grievance committee, called a strike. 
Result, 1,500 men idle for eight days; 
17,200 tons of production lost. 
A district president was adjusting a 
dispute at one collier)' and several 
men were listening to the conversa­ 
tion. They were warned to be in the 
mine at slatting time or they would 
be unable to go to work. 
Whereupon, 
the district president, remarking that 
if that were the case, nobody would 
work, tied up the mine for that day 
by calling out all of the men. 


Unions Restrict Production 
The union places a limit on the 
quantity of coal a miner rnav produce 
in a dav. 
If this arbitrary limit is ex­ 
ceeded the miner is fined, usually $25, 
and if the fine is not paid a strike is 
called. 
Sometimes —* very seldom — the of­ 
fending miner sticks it out. 
There is 
the historic case of Sandro Duboski. 
which is fa r enough from his real 
name to be safe. 
Sand-ro wa* a good 
miner. He needed money, so he turned 
our more coal than the union rule 
permitted. He was warned, apologized 
and promised to be good. 
He was 
for a while. 
I hen there was a new baby at home 
and Sandra needed some extra money, 
so he hustled otic ' more cars”. Action 
was swift. 
SAffret was fined $25 
which he refused 
whereupon a

Their families 
were ostracised and Sandro reported 
that only the fact that he lived in a 
two-fainily house, with a union miner 
in good standing occupying the other 
door, 
intervened between 
him 
and 
dynamiting. 


Told Union Where to Head In 
When they found he could not be 
coerced, the union made overtures. 
Sandro reported that the fine wa* 
gradually reduced until finally it got 
down to $1 which the union offered to 
pay if Sandro would submit to au­ 
thority. 
However, Sandro and his 
helper were getting tired. 
They had 
earned a lot of money and they didn’t 
rare. 
So Sandro told the union to “go 
by bal”, collected his share of the $1,- 
400 and moved his family away from 
there. 
The enormous loss occasioned by 
these outlaw strikes is made apparent 
in a report to the United States Coal 
Commission. 
During the period from 
September ll, 1922, when production 
of anthracite was resumed after the
